Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4, 6-9, 18, 21-22, and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 

paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 

contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 

reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 

application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant's added 

limitation of "insert halves mateable with one another" to all of the independent claims is 

not supported by the original specification. There is no support in the specification that 

the inserts 130, 140, figure 1 are "mateable with one another. The specification only 

indicates that the first and second bracket section (129) are mateable while there is no 

support that the insert halves within the first and second bracket sections are mateable. 

Such recitation constitutes new matter. 
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Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The preamble of claims 1 and 8 sets forth "a 
mounting bracket" which during use at any time has first and second sections with one 
insert comprising two insert halves. To recite an additional insert with additional insert 
halves for interchanging makes the claim vague and indefinite as such claimed 
"mounting bracket" does not encompass the additional insert with its insert halves. 
Such recitations is proper for the kit claims but not for the claim to the "mounting 
bracket". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-4, 6-9, 18, 21, 22, and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Morehouse (US patent no. 2,355,742) in view Underwood (UK 
patent no 2,080,676). Morehouse discloses all the claimed features of applicant's 
invention (see illustration below) wherein a first predetermined thickness (the thinness 
part of the insert) defined between the inner and outer surface of one insert is different a 
second predetermined thickness (the thickness from the inner surface to the outer 
surface of one of the protrusions of the insert) of another insert (see illustration below). 
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However Moorehouse does not disclose that the inserts are interchangeable. 
Underwood teaches that it is old and well-known to provide plurality of sleeves (inserts 
20 and 21 , figure 1) with different thicknesses to accommodate different diameter sizes 
of pipe (page 1, lines 95-98) disposed within an area bound by inner surfaces of a 
mounting bracket. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
modify the device of Morehouse such that there are a plurality of inserts provided which 
are interchangeable to accommodate different diameter sizes of pipes disposed therein 
as taught to be desirable by Underwood.
